Chief Topic of Discussion Is Fire Pre- 
vention and Results That Are 
Being Secured

Osakis, Minn., June 21, 1911.—About 
fifty members of the Minnesota & 
North Dakota Fire Underwriters at- 
tended the 26th annual meeting yes- 
terday. The attendance was smaller 
than last year as the North Dakota 
men will be at their fire prevention as- 
sociation next week and could not 
cover two meetings so close together. 
Many members did not arrive until 
Tuesday night and as the weather was 
intensely hot the usual Tuesday ball 
game was not played. 

This morning the fishermen put to 
sea and this afternoon the shooting 
contest was held. There was no ques- 
tion of exceptional interest before the 
association this year but it was a lively 
and enthusiastic meeting. 

President Davis’ Address 

President E. A. Davis in his address 
commented on the loyalty manifest the 
past year and the excellent cooperation 
secured. The executive committee did 
most effective work and members gave 
the administration full assistance. Ref- 
erence was made to the death of five 
members. Later memorials were read 
and appropriate action taken on the 
death of ‘C. S. Cowles, Royal; W. H. 
Crandall, independent adjuster; Thomas 
P. Herbert, Liverpool & London & 
Globe; Ralph J. Hirsch, Prussian Na- 
tional, and W. C. Masten, New Hamp- 
shire. 

President Davis expressed the hope 
that all members would join either the 
Minnesota or North Dakota Fire Pre- 
vention Association organized during 
the year. The report of Mrs. E. S. 
Latta, the secretary, showed the pres- 
ent membership as 137 active and 50 
honorary. Twenty-one new members 
were received during the year. At 
this meeting the additional were 
elected: W. H. Zingg, Prussian WNa- 
tional; H. W. Hicks, National of Hart- 
ford in North Dakota; D. S. Smith, 
Philadelphia Underwriters in North 
Dakota. During the year thirteen 
members were dropped on account of 
changes and T. R. Daniel, E. M. Hitch- 
cock and W. I. Dallas were trans- 
ferred to the honorary list.

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KANSAS RATE ACT UPHELD 


IS DECLARED CONSTITUTIONAL 





Judge Pollock Says the State in Its 
Police Power Can Regulate 
Fire Rates 





Topeka, Kans., June 20.—(Special.) 
—In an opinion filed here, Judge Pol- 
lock of the federal court upheld the 
fire insurance rate regulation law 
passed at a special session of the legis- 
lature two years ago and sustained 
the state insurance department in its 
contention that the power to regulate 
fire insurance rates in Kansas lies 
within its power. The opinion was 
handed down in the case of the Ger- 
man Alliance vs. Charles W. Barnes, 
who was superintendent of insurance 
at the time the test case was filed, 

Holds Law Is Not in Conflict 

Judge Pollock holds that the law 
neither conflicts with the constitution 
of the state nor the United States and 
that the legislature had the power to 
delegate the regulation of companies 
doing business in Kansas to the in- 
surance department. The case was 
filed shortly after Superintendent 
Barnes ordered a sweeping reduction in 
fire rates. The insurance companies 
hastened to comply with the ruling of 
the department but under protest and 
in February of last year the law was 
attacked by the German Alliance and 
kindred companies in a suit which was 
filed in the federal court. 

Demurrer Is Sustained 

Counsel for the insurance superin- 
tendent filed a demurrer to the original 
petition of the insurance companies, 
which asked for a permanent injunc- 
tion restraining Superintendent Barnes 
from interfering with the insurance 
rates in effect at that time and it was 
this action which was sustained by 
Judge Pollock. 

The insurance companies alleged 
that besides violation of the constitu- 
tion of Kansas and the fourteenth na- 
tional constitutional amendment, the 
law gave the insurance commissioner 
legislative as well as executive power, 
a violation of the constitution of the 
United States; also that the fire in- 
surance companies’ contracts are mat- 
ters of private business and no more 
subject to regulation by acts of the 
legislature than the operation of any 
mercantile business. 

Discrimination Is Charged 

It was also charged by the attorneys 

for the insurance companies that the

Kansas City, Mo., June 21—With 
over fifty members present the mid- 
summer meeting of the Missouri Fire 
Prevention Association convened at 
Fairmont Park a few miles out of this 
city yesterday morning. President 
John R. Bush of the Niagara, presided. 
The first session was devoted to re- 
ports of special and standing commit- 
tees. S. E. Cate, of the North British 
& Mercantile, wlio never was known 
to miss a meeting of the field men, re- 
ported as chairman of the committee 
on Jefferson City. He asked for fur- 
ther time but incidentally mentioned 
electric wiring in the penitentiary was 
in very bad condition. Harry E. Minty, 
retiring state agent of the Queen, said 
the St. Joseph Fire Prevention Bureau 
was getting along nicely but needed 
more support.

cial agents. Short business sessions 
were held during the period and the 
social features of the resort thoroughly 
enjoyed in the evenings and between 
meetings. 

W. G. Albright Presided 

Tuesday afternoon the meeting was 
called to order by James M. Moran, 
secretary, the only officer of those 
elected a year ago still remaining in 
the club. W. G. Albright was elected 
presiding officer and filled the chair 
with grace. He extended greetings to 
members and visitors and with a few 
feeling words, presented former Presi- 
dent M. A. Scholbe with a handsome 
gold watch, a token of regard from 
the members of the club. The in- 
scription was “Presented by [Illinois 
Field Club, 1911,” and on the back 
was beautifully engraved the initials 
“M. A, S.” Mr. Scholbe was overcome 
with appreciation and gratitude and 
could only say, “Thanks.” He is now 
manager of the Western Insurance 
Bureau. 

Status of Williamsburg City 

The status quo of the membership 
of the Williamsburgh City’s represen- 
tation in the club was taken up. 
letter from Manager Fred M. Gund 
stated the company did not consider 
itself as affiliated at present, but was 
considering the matter. It was de- 
cided that the company be given thirty 
days to reply to an invitation to join, 
or be considered as not affiliating.

FIELD MEN BUSY AT TORRENT 





State Board as Well as Fire Preven- 
tion and Blue Goose Bodies 
Hold Sessions 





Torrent, Ky., June 19—(Special cor- 
respondence)—The semi-annual con- 
vention of the Kentucky Board of Fire 
Underwriters was held here as sched- 
uled last Thursday, Friday and Satur- 
day, meetings of the Kentucky Fire 
Prevention Association and the Ken- 
tucky Pond of the Blue Goose being 
accompanying features of note. The 
attendance was unusually large, and 
a happy feature of the gathering was 
the presence of many ladies. The field 
men were kept busy attending the 
meetings of the three organizations. 

Have “Follow-Up” Committees 


The principal work of the Kentucky 
board was in the direction of having 
more frequent meetings for the dis- 
cussion of board work and preparing 
a publication to contain general rules 
of practice for the guidance of local 
agents. Both of these features were 
referred to committees for investiga- 
tion and the development of plans. 
The fire preventers heard an exception- 
ally able address from the state fire 
marshal, W. F. Neikirk, who assured 
them of his hearty cooperation, and 
steps were taken to make the work 
more valuable by the organization of 
“follow-up” committees which will 
have charge of the various districts. 
Efforts are also to be made to secure 
instruction of school children on sub- 
jects related to the prevention of fires, 

The Kentucky board meeting was 
called to order Friday morning, follow- 
ing a meeting of the executive commit- 
tee, by President J. M. Picton. The 
first subject taken up was that of in- 
corporated agencies, Mr. Picton being 
chairman of a special committee which 
has been handling the subject. He re- 
ported what had been done, and the 
board decided to leave the matter for 
settlement in the hands of this com- 
mittee. 

Amendments to Constitution 

Conditions at Georgetown came in 
for a good deal of discussion, this sit- 
uation having been in the hands of 
the executive committee. The need of 
a local board was taken up and the 
various conflicting interests discussed. 
It was finally decided to refer the mat- 
ter back to the executive committee, 
with the idea of having a report at 
the annual session to be held next 
November. 

Book of Bules for Agents 


Clem H. Wheeler, of the Hartford, 
brought to the attention of the board 
the need for a book of rules which 
could be turned over to local agents. 
It was pointed out that at present the 
agent has no volume of reference when 
a knotty point comes up, and his only 
recourse is to ask the special agent. 
The question was discussed, some 
thinking that the book would be of 
little value unless the instructions 





only in advisory form. A -committee 
was appointed to investigate the prop- 
osition. Claude F. Snyder stated in 
this connection that while secretary of 
the Kentucky board he had secured a 
good deal of material of this kind, but 
that nothing further has been done 
with the plan. 

In the afternoon there were several 
addresses. W. F. Neikirk, the state 
fire marshal, was called on, and spoke 
along the same lines as at the fire 
prevention meeting, which was well re- 


ceived by all the members. He was 
given a rising vote of thanks, as 
was Young E. Allison, who fol- 
lowed with a humorous talk in 
which he took advantage of the 
presence of the ladies. A_ letter 


was read from S. D. Langley, of Mad- 
isonville, president of the state associ- 
ation of local agents, calling attention 
to the decision of the board to co- 
operate with the association in the 
work of securing new members. He 
thanked the field men for their efforts 
in this connection and expressed re- 
gret that he was not able to attend 
the meeting. 
Pire Prevention Meeting 

The meeting of the Kentucky Fire 
Prevention Association was held on 
Thursday evening with President Wil- 
liam M. Sowards, of the Nofwich 
Union, in the chair. Mr. Sowards made 
a report reviewing the work of the 
past six months and discussing plans 
for the future of the organization, He 
suggested that there should be a na- 
tional organization doing work along 
similar lines as the state bodies. He 
advocated districting the state along 
the same lines as the senatorial dis- 
tricts are drawn, and having a com- 
mittee of three members of the asso- 
ciation appointed for each district. He 
also advocated the teaching of fire pre- 
vention in the schools, or the formation 
of fire prevention clubs by the children. 
He reported that twelve towns have 
been inspecteti during the existence of 
the association, 2,200 individual inspec- 
tions have been made and that 75 per- 
cent of the improvements requested 
have been carried out. There are fifty- 
six active members and nineteen hon- 
orary members. 

Other betterments suggested by Mr. 
Sowards included the issuance of 
blanks upon which municipal authori- 
ties could state their needs and work; 
the passage of a state building code 
and the enlargement of the powers of 
the state fire marshal. 

Publicity Work 

John P. Hubble, of the National, 
chairman of the publicity committee 
of the association, which has done act- 
ive and aggressive work, reported that 
one of the most beneficial effects of the 
efforts of the committee has been to 
create a desire on the part of communi- 
ties for the association to visit them. 
Commercial bodies have also shown 
general interest, he stated. Good 
work has been accomplished by many 
local authorities who have endeavored 
to carry out the suggestions of the 
association. Mr. Hubble praised the 





work of Charles E. Springer, of the 
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great assistance. In discussing plans 
for a safe and sane Fourth of July, 
Mr. Hubble referred to literature being 
sent out by the bureau. 

Gilsdorf Gives Report 

W. J. Gilsdorf, who was a delegate 
to the convention of the National Fire 
Protection Association in New York, 
spoke of the work of the general or- 
ganization, as well as state bodies all 
over the country. 

Harry Bush, of the Dixie, spoke brief- 
ly, expressing his pleasure at being 
with his old friends again. Young E. 
Allison also made a brief talk, while 
Charles E. Springer, of the Kentucky 
Inspection Bureau, emphasized in a 
short address the need of educating the 
children, who are the citizens and 
property owners and taxpayers of to- 
morrow, along the lines of fire pre- 
vention. 

The annual meeting of the Kentucky 
Pond of the Blue Goose resulted in the 
election of the following officers:

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PALMER MADE PRESIDENT 
HEAD OF THE FIRE MARSHALS 


Banquet Brings Out Some Strong Ex- 
pressions on the Country’s 
Big Fire Waste 





Detroit will be the gathering place 
for the Fire Marshals Association of 
North America in 1912. The meeting 
will be held the latter part of June 
with the two definite days selected by 
the president. The new officers of the 
organization elected at the closing of 
the Chicago convention last week are: 


President—C. A. Palmer, Michigan. 
Vice-president—F. A. Craft, South Da- 


ota. 

Secretary-treasurer—T. M. Purtell, Wis- 
consin. 

Executive committee—Charles A. Elli- 


son, West Virginia; A. Lindback, Mani- 
toba; Fred C. Houk, Tennessee. : 
Mr. Palmer is insurance commis- 


sioner of Michigan, the fire marshal 
being under his supervision. Mr. Pal- 
mer has taken hold of the fire waste 
problem in an earnest, sincere way. 
He is one of the foremost advocates 
today of educating the public along 
fire prevention lines and doing every 
thing possible to curtail the big annual 
fire drain on the pocket books of the 
people of this country. 

During the banquet there were a 
number of thoughts presented which 
can be summarized as follows: 

* * 


c. J. Doyle, Tilinois, fre marshal—The 
problem is one of the greatest of 
the hour and big part of the national 
conservation program. The conservation 
of natural resources is a preservation of 
the riches that have come to the people 
through the working of the elements, 
while the reduction of the fire waste is 
a conservation of the time, energy and 
capital of humanity. People will awaken 
to the fact that this loss comes on the 
community instead of on the insurance 
companies and will cooperate with the 
fire marshals. The annual appropriation 
for the United States postal service was 
$268,000,000 this year, which is just about 
the amount of the annual fire waste. 


Tllinois, Su tendent 
Department—The one- 
fourth of 1 percent tax on prem- 
iums that is levied in Illinois to sup- 
port the fire marshal department aggre- 
gates between $50,000 and $60,000 annu- 
ally. This is in excess by far of the 
present needs of the department but the 
overcharge instead of being turned into 
the general fund as is the case with other 
insurance tax receipts is returned to the 
companies, This is one of the features 
of the Illinois bill and a progressive fea- 
ture of new insurance, legislation. 


Zi. 8S. Amonson, President Peoples Na- 
tional—Pennsylvania has just come into 
the fold with a fire marshal department. 
The law has been passed and the appoint- 
ment of the marshal by the governor is 
now pending. 

It will take a long period of preaching 
before apostles of prevention reach the 
“ultimate consumer,” but not until then 
will there be a big reduction in waste. 
If all companies would, with due notice, 
cancel all insurance throughout the coun- 
try for a period of thirty days, there 
would be the greatest example of fire pre- 
vention on record. The American public 
feels absolved from care in matters of 
prevention because it pays insurance 
premiums. In this light insurance is 
wrong economically because it encourages 
waste and impoverishes the country. But 
insurance is a commercial necessity as a 
protection to credit. 

The geological survey of the govern- 
ment says that the fire loss equals 50 
percent of the new construction of the 
country—that for every $2 spent in build- 
ing $1 is lost as a result of fire. The 
annual fire loss, with the expenditure on 
protection, would build four transconti- 
nental railroads, It equals the entire 
production of gold, silver, copper and 
petroleum; it is as great as the value of 
the nation’s cotton crop together with a 
big share of the wheat crop. If the cot- 
ton crop alone should be a total failure 
one year banks would fail and business 
would suffer a panic, yet a greater value 
goes up in smoke each year. 

As a nation the United States has the 
wrong point of view on fires. The time 
to stop a fire is before it starts. The 
victim of a fire, where the fire is the 
result of his own carelessness as it is 
in the majority of cases, should not be 
considered unfortunate but rather crim- 
inally negligent. Every owner is a trus- 
tee of the nation’s wealth, and wealth 
destroyed by fire is lost forever. 

There are 10,000 fires in the country 
annually that are due to lack of zincs 
under stoves. In Germany the one re- 
sponsible for such a fire would be given 
a criminal sentence and compelled to pay

B. Byon, Dllinois Department—Ger- 
many passed the first workmen’s com- 
pensation act in 1882 and since then has 
reduced the number of accidents in fac- 
tories 57 percent. This has been done 
by not only penaizing the criminally neg- 
ligent but teaching prevention, and there 
is an analogy between what the German 
government has done and the work that 
the fire marshals of North America have 
instituted. 

The only way to reduce rates is to re- 
duce fire loss. Rate reductions by law 
are probably all unconstitutional and if 
the fire companies continue to increase 
the service they are rendering the as- 
sured it is impossible to reduce expenses. 
Reductions will be secured when the 
American people fasten the responsibility 
for fires where it belongs, and this could 
be done for ninety-nine fires out of every 
hundred. hte iad 


Cc. S. Pellet, President Chicago Board— 
The underwriters have done much in the 
way of inspection, but a great deal of 
the work has been of no avail because 
they lacked authority. The insurance 
interests look to the fire marshal depart- 
ment for assistance and hope to accom- 
plish a great deal through the police 
powers of the marshal. 





The new law in Wisconsin regarding 
the admission of insurance companies to 
that state has been signed by the gover- 
nor.

RYON AND POTTER GO EAST 

Special Attorney O. B. Ryon of the 
Illinois department, accompanied Su- 
perintendent Potter on his trip to New 
York this week.

This is the only 
legislation of its kind on this subject, 
and the commissioners will be fur- 
nished with copies of the Illinois meas- 
ure to be used as a basis in determin- 
ing the form of legislation to be rec- 
ommended by the committee to the 
convention at Milwaukee.

NO ANNEXES FOR THE HOME 

Following a canvass of its agents on 
the proposition of starting an under- 
writers agency, the Home of New 
York issues a statement to the effect 
that the replies are decidedly against 
such a departure, and hence the com- 
pany declares it will be on the old 
single broad-gauged track. The state- 
ment says: 


With the opening of this current month 
we enclosed to our representatives a cir- 
cular letter touching upon the question of 
underwriters’ agencies and (or) annexes, 
our object being to secure their individual 
and collective ideas upon the subject, and 
we are pleased to be able to acknowledge 
at this early date replies from almost all 
Home agents to our question: “Have you 
as an agent of the Home serious objection 
to our engaging in this wholesale form of 
multiple agency representations?” We 
duly appreciate the modesty of some of 
our agents, as shown in their statement 
that “it would be presumptuous for a lo- 
cal agent to advise a great company like 
the Home in a matter of policy under 
which its business should be operated,” 
but even the majority of these modest 
friends, just as we might have expected, 
have expressed, in one way or another, 
the advisability of our refraining from 
operating one or more underwriters’ agen- 
cies. A few, while making no positive ob- 
jection, have so worded their replies that 
we would indeed be dense were we una- 
ble to detect an undercurrent of disap- 
proval, and we refrain from quoting some 
of the reasons given for their disapproval, 
as we have no desire to reflect upon the 
acts of those of our associates who, in 
their good judgment, have seen fit to 
adopt some system of underwriters’ agen- 
cies or annexes. 

An overwhelming majority of Home 
representatives, however, have expressed 
themselves in no uncertain way as ob- 
jecting to this or any similar form of 
multiple agency representation. The 
Home would indeed be deviating from 
lofty principles did they merely ask their 
worthy representatives for an expression 
of their views without the intention of 
acting the part of a true American insti- 
tution in being governed by a majority 
Vote, nor would be stoop to use “printer’s 
ink” in the way we have merely as a

REDUCE LUMBER RATES 

Rates on lumber risks at Chicago 
have been reduced, the small yards 
getting the largest reductions. The 
average reduction is calculated to be 
18 percent. The basis rates are re- 
duced from $1.25 to $1 and the basis 
area from 100,000 to 50,000 square feet. 
The excess charge for area is 1 cent 
for each additional 10,000 square feet 
for the first 200,000 square feet of ex- 
cess, the charge for excess above 20,- 
000 square feet being 2 cents. The re- 
duction is due to the cutting up of the 
former large areas, the lumber district 
formerly being practically continuous

DO NOT EXPECT RETIREMENTS 

Chairman E. G. Halle of the West- 
ern Insurance Bureau sees no signifi- 
cance in the resignation of President 
Amonson of the Peoples National from 
the bureau in order to join the West- 
ern Union. Chairman Halle leaves this 
week for Europe and he stated that he 
did not anticipate any change in the 
complexion of the bureau during his 
sojourn abroad. In other words, he 
declared that when he returns he con- 
fidently expects to find all present at 
roll call. Mr. Halle believes that the 
reasons that moved President Amon- 
son to join the Western Union are 
individual to his company. He sees 
nothing in, his public statement that 
applies to others in the bureau. While 
Mr. Haile acknowledges that some of 
the eastern executives of companies 
feel favorably disposed toward the 
Western Union, yet he says this sub= 
ject was all threshed out when the 
Continental came in and the great 
effort was then made to bring about 
a land slide of outside companies into 
the union ranks. He asserts that com- 
panies are leaving the question to their 
western men who are fully acquainted 
with conditions and who see no reason 
for joining the Western Union so long 
as the bureau is entirely satisfactory.

Underwriters agencies 
have multiplied so rapidly that senti- 
ment among the agents has not had 
time to crystallize, the action of the 
local boards in Cleveland and other 
cities being limited usually to the dec- 
laration that representation of an annex 
will not support membership in the 
agents’ organizations. 

The letters of the Home of New 
York aroused much interest and it is 
understood that most of the company’s 
agents in Ohio expressed themselves 
against annexes for that company. Not 
many agents seemed to believe that 
the company had any serious intention 
of putting out an underwriters’ agency. 

On the whole the agents regret the 
extension of the annex movement. It 
is an advantage to both the first and 
second agents of a company to have

de guerre, but it is feared that unless 
it is checked the movement will lead to 
a splitting up of the local agency busi- 
ness. There is no objection apparently 
to agencies formed by two or more 
companies combining their assets to 
issue a well backed policy under a 
distinctive name. 

The subject will undoubtedly come 
up at the national convention at Buf- 
falo, but it is difficult to forecast what 
action will be taken.

Gilmore, German American, were 
selected a committee to draw up a 
constitution and by-laws for the new 
organization and to suggest a name for 
it. It is expected another meeting will 
be held about July 1, to receive the 
recommendations of this committee.

Illinois Fire Classifications 

The classification of fire insurance 
experience in Illinois, required for the 
first time last year, is now out. The 
division is into four classes only, and 
owing to the lack of unformity, the re- 
sults are not especially enlightening. 
The general loss ratio for American 
companies was 48.6 percent, 49 percent 
for foreign companies, 41.6 for IIli- 
nois mutuals and 29.7 percent for 
mutuals of other states. The average 
loss ratio on dwellings was 43.1 percent, 
and it is an interesting fact that the 
six companies writing the largest 
amount of dwelling risks, each having 
over 20,000 such risks, all had a loss 
ratio above this average.

SEXTON MAKES EXPLANATION 


Deputy Fire Marshal of Wisconsin 
Had No Intention of “Grafting” 
on Companies 








There has been some criticism of 
Deputy Fire Marshal J. M. Sexton of 
Wisconsin for sending to companies a 
circular letter, offering for a fee of 
$10 a year to mail reports on suspicious 
fires, the work to be done outside the 
bureau. The Wisconsin fire marshal’s 
office has been free from any criticism 
of “grafting,” and those who know 
Deputy Sexton were loath to believe 
that he was engaged in any such work. 
The companies felt that they were en- 
titled to all the public records of the 
departments as they pay the entire ex- 
pense of the bureau. Deputy Sexton 
says that he had not the slightest in- 
tention of gouging the companies. It 
seems that some of the Madison agents, 
who felt that a system of reports should 
be sent the companies on Wisconsin 
losses covering all cases investigated 
during the month were to carry on this 
work and Deputy Sexton agreed to 
verify the report so that the facts 
would be correctly stated. Both the 
agents and Deputy Sexton believed that 
companies would be glad to have this 
information so that they could get a 
more direct line on the moral hazard 
of investigated risks. 

Deputy Sexton may not have been 
wise in allowing his name to be used 
in sending out the letter to companies 
but he disavows strongly any intention 
of trying to get a “rake-off.” He 
states that there seems to be a dis- 
position on the part of some companies 
to discredit the plan and hence he will 
have nothing to do with it as the fire 
marshal’s department has no intention 
of interfering with the amicable rela- 
tions existing between it and the com- 
panies.

FIND ALLEGED ARSON TRUST 
Mayor of Cass Lake, Minn., is Under 


Arrest—Many Fires Are 
Investigated 











With dramatic suddenness, the in- 
timation of the past week that there 
was a sort of arson trust existing in 
northern Minnesota, was developed into 
a wholesale charge which involves Dr. 
D. T. Dumas, mayor of Cass Lake, 
Minn., and a number of others. The 
affair was developed through informa- 
tion which was discovered leading to 
suspicion that the store and postoffice 
at Puposky, Minn., was to be fired. 
Puposky is a hamlet of about 100 peo- 
ple, located about twenty miles north 
of Bemidji, the county seat, on a log- 
ging railroad. A sheriff's posse was 
sent to Puposky, accompanied by Pink- 
erton detectives. The building was 
surrounded and when the robbers and 
incendiaries were discovered, a gun 
fight was precipitated at once. One 
man was shot and captured and it is 
thought that another was badly wound- 
ed, from the trail of blood left. 

It is claimed that this fire gang has 
been operating through northern Min- 
nesota and northern Wisconsin, burn- 
ing stores, often on payment by the 
owners, who wanted to get the insur- 
ance on the property. The Pinkertons 
have been following up the case for 
some time past, and claim to have un- 
earthed evidence sufficient to establish 
the identity of a dozen men, members 
of the gang, as well as capturing 
Martin Behan, who was caught at the 
store at Puposky and wounded in the 
fight. 

State Fire Marshal Keller has 
been working on the case in conjunc- 
tion with others, and accuses Mayor 
Dumas, of Cass Lake, who is now un- 
der arrest, with being the head of a 
gang which has been operating along 
this line for three years. 

The Minnesota fire marshal has ar- 
rested Ferdinand Tolzman, of Belle 
Plaine, Minn., on a charge of arson. 
He is said to have made a confession 
of setting fire to his house and outbuild- 
ings in order to collect $1,250 insurance.

WILL PASS ON MERGER PLAN 





Meeting of Atlas Stockholders to Con- 
sider Consolidation with Western 
& Southern Fire 





Stockholders of the Atlas Fire of 
Des Moines have been summoned to 
attend a special meeting in Des Moines 
June 27 to determine whether or not 
the Atlas shall form a merger with 
the Western & Southern of Oklahoma 
City. There are over 300 stockholders 
in the Atlas. It is expected that they 
will ratify the action of the directors, 
who are unanimous in favor of the con- 
solidation. The board of the Western 
& Southern has also voted to consoli- 
date. Under the Oklahoma law, the 
board is empowered to take steps of 
this kind but in Iowa the stockholders 
must ratify the proposition. 
The Atlas has been negotiating with 
the Oklahoma company for some time. 
The Oklahoma company was recently 
admitted to Iowa and it was understood 
then that this was for the purpose of 
forming a merger with the Atlas. Some 
two months ago, C. C. Crowell of the 
Atlas did considerable flirting with var- 
ious companies in hopes of either ef- 
fecting a sale or a reinsurance but 
other officers discouraged the attempt 
and negotiated for the merger with 
the Oklahoma City company instead. 
The present plan is for the mainte- 
nance of the head offices in Des Moines. 
The company will retain the name of 
the Atlas and will use the Oklahoma 
City offices as headquarters for that 
state. President J. D. Berry of the 
Atlas has just returned from Oklahoma 
City, where definite arrangements were

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WILL WAIT FOR A RERATING 


Missouri Superintendent Extends Time 
For Filing Schedules While State 
is Being Rerated 


_ Superintendent Blake of Missouri has 
issued an order extending the time set 
for the filing of schedules by the in- 
surance companies. The extension was 
granted on June 17 upon request of 
representatives of leading companies, 
Early in June Commissioner Blake gave 
a hearing to representative insurance 
men and asked that they submit a new 
schedule of rates, naming June 16 as 
the final day for filing. Mr. Blake 
claims that fire rates have been too 
high, basing his opinion on the amount 
of losses by fire. The companies claim 
that it is difficult matter to readjust 
rates and they have consequently asked 
an extension of time for filing sched- 
ules. The order issued by Mr. Blake 
is as follows: 

The superintendent is making an inves- 
tigation as to the reasonableness of the 
basic schedule and the filing of specific 
rates will be postponed until the basis 
schedules are approved and the state 
rated under them. This will, in all prob- 
ability, take some time. Meantime and 
until the specific rates are filed, all rates 
and conditions are to be just as they 
were before the rating bill was signed by 
the governor. Agents may be governed 
by the regular advisory rates or may 
write at any other rates which the com- 
panies are willing to accept just as be- 
fore the bill was signed. But no increase 
in rates shall be put in force or effect, nor 
shall agents or companies combine to 
establish nor maintain rates. 

Superintendent Blake is compelled to 
move cautiously on account of the po- 
litical situation in Missouri. Governor 
Hadley and Superintendent Blake are 
Republicans, while the legislature that 
passed the rating act was Democratic. 
The Democrats will take credit for any 
reductions that are made in the rates; 
while any increase will be blamed upon 
the ‘Republican administration. Mr. 
Blake is believed not to care very 
much about making campaign material 
for his opponents, but on the other 
hand he wants to be very sure that 
the schedules filed will not increase the 
rates. It is believed he will withhold 
his approval of the schedules until he 
can compare the specific rates under 
the new schedules with those now pre- 
vailing, 


Bad Losses in St. Louis 

The recent losses in St. Louis have 
convinced the companies that any ef- 
fort to reduce rates in the state will 
be a mistake. There have been three 
or four big losses in the city lately. 
The Huttig Sash & Door Company 
had a bad loss, starting in the lumber 
yard and burning a sprinklered risk. 
The sprinkler equipment was not ablé 
to hold back the fierce onslaught of 
the flames from the lumber yard. The 
next loss was the Frey Manufacturiny 
Company, a planing mill establishment. 
Its warehouse, lumber and barn were a 
total loss and there is a 10 percent loss 
on the sprinklered factory. 


To Have Live Stock Company 


It is stated that a movement is on 
foot to organize a live stock insurance 
company with headquarters at Topeka, 
Kan., the company to have $100,000 
capital and $50,000 surplus. One of the 
general agencies seems to be back of 
the movement and the plan is to place 
most of the stock among Kansas 
agents. 


Another Kansas Reduction 


It seems that the political exigencies 
in Kansas require periodical reductions 
in insurance rates by the insurance de- 
partment, and Superintendent Ike S. 
Lewis has “come through” with the 
needful. He has ordered the elimina- 


tion of the charge for tenant occupancy 
on farm property where the property 
is occupied by an “immediate” mem- 





ber or members of the assured’s family, 
or by some one who would take it by 
inheritance upon the death of the in- 
sured. It does not seem that the reduc- 
tion will amount to much, but it shows 
the “peepul” that the administration 
is getting after the “trust” and nobody 
loses but the insurance companies. 
Superintendent Lewis claims to have 
had a hearing as required by law, but 
it may have been a political hearing 
with his ear to the ground. 


COMPLAINED OF SEPARATION 





Letter Sent to Kansas Superintendent 
by Frank S. Thomas, a Topeka 
Local Agent 


Frank S. Thomas, a local agent at 
Topeka, Kan., has written an open let- 
ter to Superintendent Ike S. Lewis de- 
claring that the separation rule is con- 
trary to the antitrust law of Kansas 
and a restraint of trade and demanding 
that the strong arm of the law be in- 
voked to prevent its enforcement. The 
letter is printed and accompanying it 
is a notice sent out by Commissioner 
Ballard of Oklahoma against the en- 
forcement of the separation rule, and a 
copy of the correspondence between 
President Henry Evans of the Con- 
tinental and Commissioner Frank 
Blake of Missouri, in the Cassville, Mo., 
case. 

Thomas was the center of the famous 
nine-days rate war at Topeka a few 
years ago when the Continental showed 
its teeth after the promulgation of the 
separation rule. At the recent session 
of the Kansas legislature he tried to 
secure the passage of a bill forbidding 
the enforcement of the rule in Kan- 
sas. The ground of his present com- 
plaint is that on June 9, 1911, a union 
company left his office because he rep- 
resents nonunion companies. 

In his letter he says in part: 


If an agent of union companies has 
in his office a nonunion company or ac- 
cepts an agency of a nonunion company 
or companies, that is to say a company 
not a member of the organization com- 
monly known as the Western Union, said 
agent will either have to surrender the 
agency of the nonunion company or com- 
panies or suffer a penalty in the way of 
a reduction of his commissions or cdém- 
pensation of from 33 to 40 percent on 
all business written by him in the union 
companies except business written on spe- 
cial hazards. 

The business placed upon the books of 
such union companies by many years of 
hard work of the local agent, it is now 
conceded belongs to the local agent and 
he certainly has certain proprietary rights 
that even union companies are bound to 
respect. If he is true and loyal to his 
companies, whether they be union or non- 
union, he expects and intends and in- 
variably does renew his business in the 
companies in which he has previously 
written it, and it is his implied duty to 
do so, but when any class of companies 
assume to dictate to him what compa- 
nies he may represent and may not rep- 
resent or seek to dictate to other com- 
panies what rate of commission or com- 
pensation the other companies shall or 
can pay to their agents, they are violat- 
ing the antitrust laws of the state and 
have organized an unlawful combination 
in restraint of trade and of individual 
rights of a citizen of the state. If, how- 
ever, the agent’ referred to resigns or expels 
the nonunion company or companies in 
his agency the union companies will pay 
him for such act or illegal discrimination 
and as an inducement, a rate of commis- 
sion, compensation, reward or more prop- 
erly speaking a bribe of 33 to 40 per- 
cent more compensation or commission 
on all business, except special hazards, 
written by him in said union companies 
than he would otherwise receive. 

Should the local agent proceed to trans- 
fer the business previously placed 
upon the books of the union companies 
at expiration to nonunion companies on 
account of the unlawful ultimatum put 
up to him by the union companies the 
union companies would immediately pro- 
ceed to transfer their companies to an- 
other and probably a rival agent and 
competitor, thus greatly injuring the lo- 
cal agent by placing in the hands of his 
competitor his expirations, books, etc. 
The local agent is thus largely coerced 
into resigning the agency of the non- 
union companies whose agency may be 
valuable to him, in fact the injury to 
reputable citizens in this state in many 
instances has been great. 

It can be said to the credit of a ma- 
jority of the special and state agents 
and other field men that the enforcement 
of the separation rule is very distaste- 
ful to them personally, and secretly they 
dislike it, but when ordered to proceed 
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by managers by whom they are employed 
they have but one thing to do. There 
are a few special agents as mean and 
contemptible as the company they rep- 
resent and the operation of some of this 
gentry in enforcing this rule in a bull- 
dozing, brow-beating, over-bearing and in 
a measure brutal manner, has developed 
many instances or exhibitions of pure, 
unadulterated cussedness that has but 
few parallels. 


Oklahoma Marshal Appointed 


Governor Lee Cruce, of Oklahoma, 
has officially announced the appoint- 
ment of C. C. Hammond, of Lawton, 
Okla., as fire marshal for Oklahoma. 
While the recent legislature created the 
office of fire marshal no provision was 
made for the necessary expense of the 
office, and while recognizing the urgent 
necessity for the fire marshal to “get 
busy” the governor is somewhat at a 
loss as to how he can provide the 
necessary funds for the maintainancé 
of the office. Mr. Hammond has ap- 
pointed his office force and assistant, 
with the approval of the governor, and 
will operate in conjunction with the in- 
surance department, for the time being. 


Complaints are Filed 


Deputy Commissioner A. W. Petit, 
of Oklahoma, is making it warm for 
the unauthorized companies doing 
business in a clandestine manner in 
the state. Complaints against the 
Farmers & Breeders Mutual Reserve 
Fund Live Stock of the United States, 
with headquarters at Williamsport, 
Pa., the Fidelity Fire of Dallas, Tex., 
a reciprocal underwriting concern, have 
been referred to the attorney-general 
of Oklahoma with request that the 
offending companies operating without 
a state license be prosecuted. 


Sprinkler Leakage Rates Filed 
The new rates on sprinkler leakage in- 
surance which come within the new Mis- 
souri supervisory rating law, were filed 
with the insurance department last week. 
When Superintendent Frank Blake will 
permit the rates to take effect has not 
been stated by the companies. In the 
ease of the fire rates he has refused to 
let them be filed unfil the basis schedules 
are approved on the ground that a filing 
of the rates would be tantamount to ap- 
proval. The sprinkler rates are not ma- 

terially changed from the old rates.

ANNEXES HIT AT LOUISVILLE 


Local Board Passes Rule Prohibiting 
Representation of Underwriters 
Agencies After Sept. 1 


The Louisville Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters, at a special meeting held 
last Friday afternoon, adopted a rule 
prohibiting its members from receiving 
into their agencies annexes or under- 
writers’ agencies unless they are 
separately organized. It was also de- 
cided that Louisville agents holding 
such agencies at present relinquish 
them between now and Sept. 1, the pro- 
vision being made that they retain 
them for the next two months in order 
to permit the agencies affected to make 
other arrangements. 

The committee which reported on the 
question, and the views of which were 
upheld with only a few dissenting votes, 
was continued for the purpose of deter- 
mining just what annexes fall within 
the prohibition and which do not. It 
is stated that organizations like the 
New York Underwriters and the Phil- 
adelphia Underwriters, inasmuch as 
they have independent field forces and 
maintain their own headquarters, etc., 
will not be put on the taboo list. The 
committee is to report at the next regu- 
lar meeting of the board to be held 
July 12. 

Another interesting question is to be 
gone into by the committee. It was 
pointed out that for the sake of con- 
sistency, inasmuch as these steps are 
being taken in order to preserve the 
sole agency principle, the board should 
legislate similarly against multiple 
agencies now in existence, even though 
they were in operation at the time the 
sole agency principle was laid down. 
As the rule against underwriters’ agen- 
cies is to be made retroactive, it is 
held that similar ex post facto rulings 
can be adopted with the aim of getting 
rid of the second and third agencies 
and putting the business in Louisville 
on an absolute and genuine sole agency 
basis. 

The resolution adopted by the local 
agents was as follows: 


Believing that the planting of under- 
writers agencies, that is, those not main- 
taining bona fide, specific and independent 
general field and office force and agency 
system, is a movement to avoid the single 
agency rules, and will eventually lead to 
harm not only to the companies, but will 
more seriously affect the agent by making 
valueless the business which has been his 
life’s work, and being of the opinion that 
these underwriters agencies have been 
accepted by members of this board under 
the misinterpretation of the rules, it is 
the further opinion of the committee that 
agents who have taken representation of 
underwriters agencies as defined above 
are in conflict with article 3, section C of 
the constitution, which reads: 

“No member of this board shall take 
the agency of a company which has al- 
ready an existing agency in the city of 
Louisville.” 

But in order not to put too great a 
burden upon the agents affected, the com- 
mittee recommends that such agents be 
required to resign such underwriters 
agencies as they now represent by not 
later than Sept. 1 next. 








Water Shortage at Dallas 


The engineers of the National Board 
have just made an inspection of the 
water supply conditions at Dallas, Tex. 


The city of Dallas is unquestionably 
facing a water crisis. Until the situa- 
tion is relieved by rains it is obviously 
urgent to decrease at once the present 
rate of consumption by shutting off all 
consumers outside of the business dis- 
trict, at least until the auxiliary supplies 
are materially augmented, which does not 
seem probable in less than from three to 
four weeks” time. 

In the absence of a considerable amount 
of rain the conditions will not be materi- 
ally relieved, except by increased supplies 
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field for Scruggs & Co., will succeed J. 
A. Henderson as special agent. 
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from the auxiliary sources, principally 
from wells. The drilling of many more 
wells should therefore be started at once 
and completed at the very earliest possi- 
ble date. Had all of the available well 
boring apparatus been kept constantly at 
work, as recommended in our report of 
December 9, 1910, the supply would now 
be sufficient to meet the present consump- 
tion. By extreme efforts it is probable 
that the supply could hold its own from 
the auxiliary supplies alone in approxi- 
mately one month’s time, if all of the 
contemplated additions are completed. 


Would Look Into Character 
At the annual meeting of the North 
Carolina Fire Underwriters’ Associa- 
tion at Winston-Salem last week Com- 
missioner James R. Young was the 
principal speaker. He declared himself 
in favor of a law that would make the 
issuance of agents’ licenses subject to 
some kind of an examination into the 
character and ability of the applicant. 


Sustains Clean Space Clause 

The United States circuit court at 
Memphis, Tenn., in the case of the 
Rife & Stutzman, lumber dealers, has 
upheld the clear space clause in lum- 
ber policies. The assured suffered a 
loss on one of its Mississippi yards and 
the company denied liability under a 
$5,000 policy on the ground that the 
clear space clause had been violated. 
This contention is sustained and the 
full force of the clause upheld by the 
court decision.

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KANSAS RATE LAW DECISION 


Tue decision of United States Cir- 
cuit Judge Pottock at Topeka sus- 
taining the state in the demurrer filed 
to the bill set up by the fire companies 
contesting the state rate making law came 
as a surprise to company managers, who 
confidently expected a decision in their 
favor. It is understood that in the early 
‘stages of the case Judge PoLlock 
was said to look with favor on the 
contentions of the companies, but after 
the Alabama decision by the United States 
Supreme Court, upholding the constitu- 
tionality of the statute that exacted a 25 
percent additional charge to a loss claim 
where a company was a member of a 
rating association, he was deeply im- 
pressed by the language and holding of 
the court. 

While the companies doubtless will ap- 
peal the case, as their counsel advises it, 
yet in a way the decision will give some 
permanence to company operations and 
they can settle down to working out a 
course of procedure under the law. The 
companies all along have not feared state 
rating laws in themselves, but the politi- 
cal features that accompany them. The 
loss experience of companies will be the 
best talking points they have in any at- 
tempt on the part of the state to exact 
the pound of flesh. They always have 
the alternative of withdrawing from the 
state and allow its citizens then to get 
along as best they can without fire in- 
surance. No state can long afford to 
force rates below the cost point. The 
companies must live and make a profit. 
All business enterprises must earn a rea- 
sonable profit or they will soon decline. 

The Kansas decision will bolster the 
new Missouri law and will doubtless at- 
tract the attention of other states in their 
legislatures next year. 








REFORM BADLY NEEDED. 


“IT map a number of talks with Mr. 
Doe (adjuster for the assured), in 
which he told me there was lots of 
money in the fire business, and that 
everybody was getting money from the 
insurance companies.” 

The foregoing is from the confes- 


sion of one of the “victims” of the al- 
leged “arson trust” which has been 
operating in Chicago. 

The statement attributed to the pub- 
lic adjuster is too near true to be com- 
foriable. His was only a free and 
somewhat exaggerated expression of an 
opinion which is becoming very preva- 
lent. The public is rapidly becoming 
educated to the belief that fire insur- 
ance companies are “easy money.” 





And it is the companies themselves 
which are doing the educating. 

This is a very serious question. The 
old Spartan virtue which made com- 
panies fight a crooked claim to the last 
ditch seems to have become debili- 
tated. In these days the main desire 
often seems to be to get losses out 
of the way with the least expense and 
the least friction with the assured, even 
though more than the just claims are 
paid. It is costing the companies thou- 
sands, if not millions, of dollars every 
year. It is encouraging fraud, produc- 
ing an annually increasing crop of 
public adjusters, increasing the fire 
waste and helping to break down the 
moral fiber of the business. 

Why then do companies do it, if the 
results are so bad? Partly because 
they want business and they do not 
want to interfere with getting it by 
offending either the agents or the as- 
sured by controversy over losses. If 
this were the only excuse the com- 
panies had, they would better not offer 
it. There is, however, another reason 
for this course which must be con- 
sidered. The constant complaint 
against the companies is that their ex- 
penses are too high; no company is 
criticised by the general public be- 
cause its losses are too high. It is 
counted for a virtue for companies to 
pay back to the assured 60 percent 
or more of the premiums received. It 
has even been proposed to base rates 
upon such a loss ratio, and, if the loss 
ratio runs below 60 percent reduce the 
rates so as to bring it up again. 

Managers, not being superhuman, 
cannot escape being influenced by this 
sentiment. If they can save on cost 
of adjustments they hold down ex- 
penses and thus cause less criticism. 
If this course results in increased 
losses, the public figures it is coming 
nearer getting its money’s worth. This 
system of easy settlements is very 
expensive for the public, but it is hard 
for managers to withstand temptation 
to accommodate the public with lower 
expenses and higher losses when this 
seems to be demanded. 

Nevertheless this is wrong, and in 
the long run it will be harmful to the 
business. The companies would better 
return to the old ways. Let them 
demand adjustments, not settlements, 
even though adjustments do take more 
time and sometimes result in appraisals 
and law suits. Let the presence of 
public adjusters on a loss be taken as 
evidence that the case needs careful 
consideration and let it be an invari- 
able rule that no claim under these 
circumstances would be paid before the 
full sixty-day limit. Such a course 
would save money, It would be honest 
and fair, and in the end the results 
would justify it.

LEGAL DECISIONS 











(From the Chicago Insurance Green Bag) 

(A 44) What constitutes the loss of a 
hand? The supreme court of Arkansas 
has just decided that the permanent par- 
alysis of the hand which rendered a loco- 
motive fireman unable to perform any 
railroad or train service whatever, is 
equivalent to the total loss of the hand 
in the same manner as if it had been cut 
off. So emphatic was the finding of the 
trial court on this point, that the case was 
taken from the jury and that action was 
sustained by the supreme court of Ar- 


Kansas. 

(A 45) Still a miller. The supreme 
court of Wisconsin, as shown by a deci- 
sion, refused to distinguish between oper- 
ating a flour mill and a saw mill, not on 
the ground that one mill is no more con- 
duciye to accident or injury than another, 
but because the policy did not forbid a 
change of occupation. The court also de- 
cided that it would not be presumed that 
insured had in mind the change of occupa- 
tion when he made application and in- 
tended thus to circumvent the company. 

(A The holding of the circuit 
court of the United States that service 
on a physician, who was authorized by an 
unlicensed accident company to attend its 
policyholder when injured, is not good is 
another illustration of the difficulties 
growing out of our complex system of au- 
thorization and supervision of corpora- 
tions. The company was an Iowa corpora- 
tion, not licensed in Missouri and doing 
no business there, other than looking after 
policyholders who lived in issouri. 
Under such circumstances, there being no 
agency and no authorization to the sup- 
erintendent of insurance, plaintiff was 
placed in a difficult position and selected 
the only person apparently representing 
the corporation. The United States Cir- 
cuit Court expresses sympathy, but states 
that the power of the court depends upon 
the legal service of process, 

(A 47) An accident policy is a written 
instrument, and the supreme court of New 
York says: “that the same protection 
against variation or contradiction of its 
plainly expressed terms by oral testi- 
mony” is given it by the law as to other 
written contracts. Gradually the courts 
are coming to the position that there 
should be no special rules for construing 
or dealing with insurance contracts dif- 
ferent from other contracts. 

(A 48) The supreme court of New 
York doesn’t always find a question of 
waiver against the insurer. The policy 
under consideration provided for notice 
by the policyholder within ten days after 
the commencement of any illness in de- 
fault of which notice the benefit payable 
would be reduced to one-fifth that pro- 
vided. The company denied liability on 
the ground that the premium had not 
been paid. Failing in that defense the 
company sat up the reduction clause and 
the court held it was entitled to the bene- 
fit of that clause and had not waived such 
right by a general denial of Mability. 





on building house boats. He has a 
new one just about completed.

REVIEW OF LEGISLATION 


MANY LIFE INSURANCE BILLS 


Report of the Season is Given by 
Manager Cox of Life Presidents 
Association 


New York, June 20—(Special cor- 
respondence)—How much can be ac- 
complished by concerted effort along 
right lines is demonstrated in the legis- 
lative report made a few days ago by 
Robert Lynn Cox, counsel of the As- 
sociation of Life Insurance Presidents 
in reviewing the work of 40 separate 
legislatures as handled this year by his 
organization. There were 1,650 laws 
proposed—a record for numbers in one 
year—and in this number were seven 
proposed tax bills which would have 
added, if enacted, $900,000 annually to 
the tax burden at present carried by 
policyholders to the amount of ap- 
proximately $12,000,000, 

Five legislatures were still in session 
when the report was written while the 
special session called for West Vir- 
ginia has been concluded and that in 
Arkansas is approaching adjournment. 
Five of the thirteen legislatures hold- 
ing sessions last year did not meet 
this year because they hold biennial 
sessions. 

Record by States 

Two years ago only 1,250 bills were 
passed upon by the association but it 
must be taken into account that the 
association has broadened the scope of 
its work somewhat. Pennsylvania led 
ir number of bills affecting life insur- 
ance with ninety-eight bills introduced 
and the other states trailed behind as 


follows: _ Kansas, ninety; Massacliu- 
setts, eighty-nine; Missouri, eighty; 
California, seventy-eight; Wisconsin, 


seventy-one; New York, sixty-six and 
Minnesota, sixty-one. In West Vir- 
ginia, although thirty-eight bills were 
introduced, there were none worthy of 
criticism from the life insurance stand- 
point. 
Covered a Varied Field 

The field covered in the measures 
was varied, including bills involving 
the organization, operation, regulation, 
consolidation and dissolution of life 
companies. There have been ninety- 
four bills enacted affecting level pre- 
mium life companies, but none have 
been of a nature to cause embarrass- 
ment to the life insurance interests. 
Three States Adopted Insurance Codes 

Tax bills were serious this year, more 
so than for a five-year period. Sixty- 
five such bills were introduced in nine- 
teen states, some being general tax- 
ation measures and others franchise 
and corporation tax measures. In 
Wisconsin a special tax commission 
reported in favor of taxing income 
other than premium receipts as usual, 
but as this bill would raise about $100,- 
000 in revenue as against $400,000 now 
imposed mostly on domestic com- 


panies, it has not been seriously con- 
sidered by the legislature which is still 
It would increase the taxes 
Had 


in session. 
on foreign companies, however. 


tax legislation, which was pushed 
strongly in seven states this winter, 
been enacted the exact increased cost 
to the companies would have been 
$886,000. 

Got Policyholders Cooperation 
According to the report the policy- 
holders themselves cooperated in the work 
of controlling unfavorable legislation. 
This was particularly noticeable in 
Pennsylvania, where it was sought to 
increase the tax from 2 percent to 3, but 
was defeated. Pennsylvania, which now 
taxes life companies $1,200,000, would 
have increased this amount by $600,000 
by this bill. Taxes were slightly in- 
creased in two western states, but this 
was offset by a repeal of a county tax 
law in one state and the deduction of 
dividends permitted in another. This is 
exclusive of California, where a tax in- 
crease was part of a _ constitutional 
amendment adopted originally in 1910. 

Compulsory Investment Feature 
The compulsory investment feature was 
urged in seven western and two south- 
ern states but nothing came of it. How- 
ever, in four states bills for compulsory 
investments were introduced but not 
passed. Bills to tax mortgages were in- 
troduced in some of the states where 
compulsory investment bills appeared. 
Certain states have followed the plan of 
exempting mortgages from taxation by 
providing for a recording tax when the 
mortgage was filed originally. This en- 
courages investments. Such bills to en- 
courage investors were introduced in six 
states and the association generally urged 
their enactment. They became laws in 
three states. The four different attempts 
made to repeal the Minnesota mortgage tax 
recording and exemption law were un- 
successful. Nevada was the only state 
in which a bill became a law to tax 
mortgages annually. 

Insurance Codes Passed 


The state of Washington passed an in- 
surance code but no very objectionable 
features are in it, particularly as re- 
gards foreign companies. According to it 
the state must pay examination expenses. 
The Idaho code, which was prepared by 
the department of that state with the as- 
sistance of company representatives, is 
not objectionable. In Pennsylvania a 
sweeping code was passed relating to the 
powers and organization of the insurance 
department, incorporation of companies, 
and regulation of all companies, also the 
examination of companies and providing 
for the liquidation by the department 
of insolvent corporations. The code is 
characterized in the report as fair and 
reasonable. 

Special Policy Provisions 

Twenty or more bills proposing to 
change special policy provisions were in- 
troduced in some twelve states but did 
not become laws. There were thirteen 
bills introduced in twelve states propos- 
ing to change matters of court procedure 
and in several states bills were intro- 
duced to prohibit agreements between 
companies as to rates. The association 
in some cases in this connection had oc- 
casion to point out how such bills, if 
enacted, might prevent companies from 
using common mortality tables. 

There were twenty bills scattered in 
twelve states relating to service of proc- 
ess, most being in states where the in- 
surance commissioner is already the at- 
torney by law for such purposes. The 
association in such cases recommended 
that the insurance commissioner should 
be the only state official on whom service 
might be made. 

Bad Bills Are Killed 

In four states bills were introduced 
which would have resulted in eliminating 
the distinction between domestic and for- 
eign companies. Such a bill appeared 
in Massachusetts subjecting foreign com- 
panies to the same terms as were im- 
posed on domestic companies. It failed 
of passage. It was stated by Mr. Cox 
in this connection that owing to the 
great diversity in laws governing in for- 
ty-six states the operations of the two 
classes, laws of the character named 
would, if enacted, result in such a va- 


prohibitive the transactions of interstate 
business. 
Bills of similar character were intro- 
duced in Ohio and Indiana, the terms of 
which prohibited all foreign corporations 
from having or exercising any power, 
authority or privilege not possessed by 
domestic corporations of the same class. 
They failed to pass. 

Radical Kansas Measure 
There appeared in Kansas a radical 
measure along the line of domestication 
for foreign companies which prohibited a 
foreign corporation from doing any busi- 
ness in the state excepting interstate 
commerce. To do business in that state 
it would have been necessary, if the bill 
had passed, for a foreign company to re- 
incorporate under Kansas law. 
There were a number of anticorrupt 
practices laws introduced to the extent 
of twenty-five in fourteen states. 
There were introduced twenty-seven 
bills in nineteen states dealing with anti- 
lobbying. Some were very stringent, in 
fact to the extent of preventing conver- 
sation on legislative subjects with a leg- 
islator except at a meeting of the legis- 
lative committee. A bill in one north- 
western legislature would have licensed 
parties appearing for or against legis- 
lation and would have made it incumbent 
on them to wear ribbon badges with the 
word “lobbyist” conspicuously displayed. 

Expense of Promotions 
Bills limiting the expense of organizing 
new companies or authorizing the exam- 
ination and supervision of such compa- 
nies while selling stock were introduced 
in nine states and became laws in five. 
Several of the bills closely followed the 
New York law, which has been so suc- 
cessful in that state. 

The association had occasion to review 
upwards of fifty-five bills dealing with 
departmental regulation of companies. 
Some were very drastic and gave the 
supervising officials almost dictatorial 
powers. The subject of state insurance 
was agitated in some form in several 
states but did not meet with much suc- 
cess. There were numerous miscellaneous 
bills introduced. For instance, one would 
have compelled foreign companies to keep 
within the state records of business 
transacted. in that particular common- 
wealth. Another bill sought to make 
every insurance company have an annual 
examination at the hands of a certified 
public accountant. Neither of these bills 
passed. 

Retaliatory Bill in the East 

In line with retaliatory legislation 
there was introduced in an important 
eastern state, a measure providing for 
the automatic expulsion from the state 





of companies of any other state refus- 
ing a license to a company of the first 
named state. This would have made 
many complications and have caused the 
expulsion of good and bad companies. 
Mr. Cox called attention to the benefits 
of the common sense cooperation engen- 


dered by the association which has re- 
sulted in eliminating special privilege 
legislation. 


In closing the report regrets that no 
satisfactory solution has been found to 
the problem of maintaining a proper ad- 
justment of the relations between the 
business of life insurance and the public. 
The form of the government under which 
the people live would seem to make it 
necessary to always carry on a continu- 
ous campaign of education. The lone hope 
remains in giving a more satisfactory 
service to the members without material 
increase in cost. It is stated that the 
extension of state supervision makes it 
much more important than before that 
the states shall ‘keep in mind substantial 
uniformity of statutes. If the doctrines 
of comity and uniformity are disregarded, 
chaos will result.

The Chicago Life Underwriters As- 
sociation will hold its June meeting in 
the rooms of the Chicago Advertising 
Association Thursday evening of this 
week. The subject for discussion will 
be “Business Insurance.” It will be led 
by A. D. Hatfield of Cleveland, general 
agent of the State Mutual. New mem- 
bers to be elected are Donald Clark of 
the Mutual Benefit and E. S. Jewell of 
the Northwestern Mutual. 


Writes a Big Business 

The Minneapolis office of the Provi- 
dent Life & Trust, has written business 
from June 1 to June 17, inclusive, ag- 
gregating $559,000, and has also writ- 
ten $185,000 in other companies, this 
being amounts taken in excess of the 
limit of $75,000. This aggregate of 
business consists of some good sized 
policies, but also a great many small 
ones, in sums of $1,000 and $2,000. 
The business of this office for the 
month of May led all the general agen- 
cies of the company, and it is expected 
that the June totals will be materially 
in excess of the May record.

NEW MOVE OF EQUITABLE

E. E. Rittenhouse Is Appointed to 
Take Charge of This Depart- 
ment of the Company 





E. E. Rittenhouse, former insurance 
commissioner of Colorado, who put 
that state on the map from an insur- 
ance supervision standpoint, has been 
appointed conservation commissioner 
of the Eqaitable Life of New York. 
And what is a conservation commis- 
sioner, prithee? It is a new office 
established by President William A. 
Day, who wants to conserve more of 
the Equitable’s business.

What Is to Be Done 

One of the officers of the Equitable 
in speaking of the new department, 
said: 

All life companies suffer from two 
sources of waste or loss, which have been 
given much study and which continue to 
cost the policyholders large sums an- 
nually. One is the annual loss of life 
from preventable cause. The other is 
the loss due to the costly American habit 
of lapsing policies. 

The life companies of the country lost 
from this source last year over $700,000,- 
000 of insurance already on their books, 
which cost the policyholders of the United 
States over $20,000,000 to put on the 
books. Over 25,000,000 policyholders are, 
therefore personally and financially in- 


terested in the reduction of the loss from 
both these causes. 


Will Do Educational Work 


The society will assist its members by 
educational and perhaps other methods to 
reduce life waste. It will also extend 
such help as it legally may to the pub- 
lic health authorities of the country in 
their efforts to improve sanitary and gen- 
eral health conditions. It will give its 
moral support to the general life con- 
servation movement which has reached 
nation-wide proportions and already ac- 
complished much in favorably affecting 
the mortality rate of the country. 

This phase of the “efficiency problem” 
will be given especial attention and the 
measures adopted to favorably affect it 
will be made known as the work de- 
velops.

Postpone Tax Reform

mittee decided by a vote of 7 to 3 on 
Monday to recommend for indefinite post- 
ponement the measure providing for 4 
graduated decrease in the state taxes of 
the company. The bill, which was drafted 
in accordance with recommendations made 
by the state tax commission several 
months ago, after a long investigation 
on the subject, would ultimately reduce 
4 company’s taxes from $450,000 to $45,-

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MAY PERMIT THE CLAUSE 


HEARING OF LIFE COMPANIES 





Superintendent Potter Likely to Al- 
low Disability Provision Even 
on Less Than $200,000 





Attorney W. Tudor ApMadoc of 
Chicago, representing three legal re- 
serve life companies of Illinois, with 
a capital stock of less than $200,000, 
appeared before the Illinois department 
recently and made an argument in 
favor of Illinois companies of this 
class being permitted to insert a total 
and permanent disability clause in 
their policies of life insurance. 

Conditions Have Changed 

It is understood that Superintendent 
Potter is very much inclined to con- 
strue Section 18 of the life insurance 
code of Illinois to permit life compa- 
nies, with a capital stock of less than 
$200,000, to insert such a clause in 
their policies. He has hitherto ruled 
against this privilege, but the action 
of the state legislature in passing 
House Bill No. 411, permitting a life 
company with at least $200,000 capital 
stock to do a health and accident busi- 
ness, thus reversing its attitude with 
regard to this matter, has placed the 
subject in a different light before the 
department. Mr. ApMadoc’s strong 
argument was that the accident busi- 
ness forbidden in Section 18 refers to 
such business as is transacted by the 
Travelers or Aetna Life, which is also 
permitted to life companies of Illinois 
after July 1, provided they have the 
proper capital, and that it does not 
refer to such a phase of accident busi- 
ness as a total and permanent dis- 
ability clause. 

Will Act on Each Case 

Superintendent Potter has advised 
Mr. ApMadoc that the companies he 





represents may file the clauses they 
desire to incorporate in their policies 
covering total and permament dis- 
ability, and he will pass upon each 
case separately. Senate bill No. 141, 
which failed of passage in the house 
because of the refusal of Speaker Ad- 
kins to permit it to be called up for 
passage, and which was favored by 
practically all the Illinois life compa- 
nies, permitted such a construction of 
Section 18 as Superintendent Potter is 
inclined to follow. 





Pioneer Life’s New Policy 

A combination endowment life and 
disability policy has just been put on 
the market by the Pioneer Life which 
has recently moved from Pekin, IIl., 
to Chicago. The policy pays $2,000 for 
death before age 65 or in other words 
is term insurance expiring at that age. 
However, it also matures as an endow- 
ment for $1,000 at the same age. The 
disability payment is also for $1,000 
and is payable for disability either from 
accident or sickness. Premiums are 
payable annually, semi-annually, quar- 
terly or monthly. The annual rates for 
the contract which is on the participat- 
ing basis follows:

TELL OF COLORADO NATIONAL 








Insurance Commissioner Shows How 
the Path of New Company is 
Not Easy One 





Commissioner Clayton of Colorado 
sends out the following bulletin on the 
Colorado National Life being taken 
over by the Columbian National: 


With the approval of both the Massa- 
chusetts and Colorado departments the 
capital stock of the Colorado National 
Life of Denver, was sold on June 9, 1911, 
to the stockholders of the Columbian Na- 
tional Life of Boston. The Columbian 
National has absorbed the business of the 
Colorado National and will operate in Colo- 
rado with the same office and agency 
force as was heretofore maintained by the 
Colorado National. 

The Colorado National was incorporated 
under the laws of Colorado in November, 
1905, and commenced business the follow- 
ing month, $300,000 being paid in by the 
stockholders, which provided for $250,000 
capital and $50,000 surplus. The capital 
and surplus were secured without any 
promotion expense. Subsequently the $50,- 
000 surplus was depleted to such an extent 
that the directors decided to reduce the 
capital to $100,000 and placed the balance 
of $150,000 into the surplus account of 
the company. The company’s statement 
of Dec. 31, 1910, as rendered to this de- 
partment, shows its capital to be $100,000 
with a surplus of $140,000. The total $248,- 
000 of capital and surplus indicates a loss 
of $52,000 on the original investment of 
the stockholders. This loss, combined 
with the fact that no dividends have been 
declared on their holdings, induced the 
stockholders to dispose of the stock to 
the Columbian National. 

The Colorado National was efficiently 
managed and in excellent condition, and 
had it continued under as good manage- 
ment there is no reason why it should 
not have become a great and successful 
company. 

The history of this company only 
emphasizes what the department has al- 
ways maintained, that the time required 
to build up the business of a new life 
company, however well it may be man- 
aged, to a point where dividends can be 
earned for the stockholders, takes a long 
term of years. This is due to the large 
initial cost of building up an agency force 
and procuring new business, together with 
the stringent insurance laws which pro- 
vide that the policyholders’ interests must 
first be fully protected before dividends 
can be paid to stockholders. 

The Columbian National Life was in- 
corporated in 1902, under laws of Massa- 
chusetts. It was admitted to Colorado on 
June 3, 1911, with a paidup capital of 
$1,000,000 and surplus of $480,000. The 
department’s investigation of it shows 
that it is well and conservatively man- 
aged and it is in every sense a strong 
and high class company. The personnel 
of the board of directors of the Colum- 
bian National includes some of the best 
and most conservative business men of 
the east and has been further strength- 
ened by the addition thereto of Thomas B. 
Stearns and Fred G. Moffat of the recent 
Colorado National board. The addition of 
these two men to the board of the Co- 
lumbian National, combined with a capi- 
tal ten times greater and a surplus in- 
creased by nearly $500,000, will not only 
tend further to conserve the interests of 
the policyholders of the Colorado Na- 
tional. They need have no concern over 
the change. 

While the department most sincerely 
regrets that the stockholders of the Colo- 
rado National saw fit to dispose of the 
company at the time it was rounding into 
shape where it would return profit to 
them, we nevertheless congratulate the 
policyholders upon being taken over by a 
company of the strength and character of 
the Columbian National. 





President Childs in Chicago 

President A. E. Childs of the Colum- 
bian National Life of Boston was in 
Chicago last week en route home from 
Denver where he had completed ar- 
rangements for taking over the Colo- 
rado National Life. Mr. Childs states 
that the Columbian entered nine states 
in which it was not doing business in 
order to take over the agents of the 
Colorado. President Childs says his 
company gets a strong foothold in a 
territory that is desirable and in which 





it had no organization of consequence.

GETS OUT NEW POLICY FORM 
Provisions of the Contract Just Put 


in the Field by German Ameri- 
can Life 











A new 20-payment policy of which 
the German American Life of Omaha 
is quite proud, has just been put upon 
the market. Taking a $5,000 policy as 
an example, it provides a double in- 
demnity for both the insured and his 
beneficiary in the event of the death 
of either on a railway train, street car, 
or other vehicle employed as a com- 
mon carrier, or on an elevator, the 
indemnity being payable in the amount 
of $250 a year for twenty years.

All 
preparations are being made to secure 
licenses in the different states to sell life 
insurance, but this cannot be done until 
the capital stock is increased, and the 
necessary certificates filed. 

A competent actuary is now preparing 
rates on the most modern and approved 
policies which the company will place on 
the market. 

The policy that will be pushed first, and 
pushed the hardest, is what is known as 
the “dollar” policy. This is intended to 
reach the industrial classes, and to be 
sold by its present agents, and monthly 
payments made to the present collectors. 
The policyholder will pay $1 a month and 
in case of his death his beneficiary will 
receive payment in proportion to his age 
at the time the policy is taken out. This 
policy only runs until the holder is 60 
years of age, and if he dies before that 
time, his beneficiaries will get the full 
amount of the policy. If he passes the 
age of sixty, he will draw, in cash, one- 
half the face valve of his policy. If the 
policyholder desires to pay $2 a month, 
h3 would get double the amount of insur- 
ance he would for $1. 

This policy will be sold at a very close 
margin by the company. There will not 
be as much compensation to the agent in 
selling this $1 policy as in selling the 
regular policies, but he will reap one ad- 
vantage from putting this policy on the 
market quietly, as it gives all those who 
carry the health and accident policies a 
chance to carry a life policy too, and it 
will in this way help to keep the health 
and accident business on the books. 

The company intends to sell all kinds 
of modern and up-to-date policies, so that 
the prospect can have his choice, but does 
not intend to be very active in pushing 
any policy, except the “dollar” policy, un- 
til after Jan. 1, 1912,

Federal Union Wins Suit 

Judge E. B. Dillon, of the Common 
Pleas court at Columbus, handed down 
a decision Saturday in which he held 
the Federal Union Surety company of 
Indiana not liable on its bond given to 
insure the state of Ohio against loss 
of $20,000 deposited under the original 
state depository law in the defunct Eu- 
clid Avenue Trust company at Cleve- 
land.

TO FIGHT “SNITCH” LAWYERS 





Missouri Fidelity & Casualty Adopts 
Stand in Joplin District on 
Liability Claims 





The Joplin, Mo., mining field has 
proved an unprofitable field for liability 
companies and many of them have 
pulled out. The Missouri Fidelity & 
Casualty has a large number of stock- 
holders in the district and has been ac- 
cepting mining risks there. It has had 
about forty accidents, including two 
deaths. 

Realizing that “snitch” lawyers were 
largely responsible for the number of 
claims filed in the past, it has adopted 
an aggressive attitude toward them. In 
settling claims it not only goes over 
their heads directly to the claimants, 
but gives the claimants an indemnify- 
ing bond protecting them against any 
claim for fees. 

General Manager W. L. Taylor in an 
interview in a local paper announced 
the attitude of the company, stating 
that this company would not only fight 
to the limit all claims in the hands of 
ambulance chasers, and would also 
fight their claims for fees in cases that 
are settled over their heads. It is be- 
lieved that public sentiment can be 
created against the unethical class of 
lawyers and that when they as well as 
the public realize that their employ- 
ment means a bitter fight fewer cases 
will get into their hands. Many bank- 
ers and business men have already 
commended the attitude of the com- 
pany.

WILL LIMIT APPOINTMENTS 





Action Taken By the Plate Glass Serv-

PLAN OF NATIONAL ACCIDENT 





Will Soon Be Ready to Operate on Its 
New Basis as a Stock 
Company 





The National Accident Society, 
which has operated under a New York 
assessment charter for the past quar- 
ter of a century, has decided to change 
to a stock basis and has applied for 
a charter as a stock company and will 
incorporate for $100,000 capital, which 
later will probably be increased to 
$250,000 as announced last week. It 
has $66,000 of surplus now accrued, 
which will be the amount the new 
stock company will commence business 
with, taking over the risks of the old 
company. 

On a stock basis thhe company will 
change its name to the National Acci- 
dent & Automobile Company and will 
write accident, liability, automobile and 
other branches, specializing on auto- 
mobile liability. As soon as the laws 
of the various states can be complied 
with it will branch out all over the 
country. The business will be con- 
ducted in the usual way and the com- 
pany will no doubt apply for admit- 
tance to the casualty organizations. 

The management of the company 
will remain the same, being in charge 
of Joseph I. Barnum as secretary and 
general manager. New blood will be 
infused in the different branches where 
necessary for expansion and the com- 
pany will cultivate the field rapidly. 
The company has a premium income of 
approximately $50,000 and bears a good 
reputation as to the payment of claims. 





Decision on Credit Claim 

In a suit on an indemnity bond in 
which the American Credit Indemnity 
Company was a party, the Indiana ap- 
pellate court decides that before an 
action can be brought on an indemnity 
bond, the plaintiff must show he has 
performed all the acts necessary on 
his part to impose a liability. Where 
an indemnity bond insuring credits 
provided that the insured within thirty 
days after the end of the year send 
in a statement covering the whole of 
the losses during the year, the insured 
carinot recover where he fails to send 
in the aggregate statement until nine 
weeks after the termination of the 
year. 





Ptomaine Poisoning Not An Accident 

The holder of an accident insurance 
policy cannot collect on it for illness 
occasioned by ptomaine poisoning ac- 
cording to a ruling by Commissioner 
Byrkit of the Iowa insurance depart- 
ment. The question came up in con- 
nection with a policyholder at Cedar 
Falls who sought to collect accidefit 
insurance on the ground that he con- 
tracted ptomaine poison accidentally 
while eating pressed chicken. The com- 
pany declared that ptomaine poisoning 
is a disease and not an accident. Be- 
fore ruling on the question, Commis- 
sioner Byrkit consulted the secretary 


of the state board of health. Then he 
decided that the company is right and 
that ptomaine poisoning is not an ac- 
cident.

Decision as to Aetna Indemnity 


An important court ruling has been 
handed down in the superior court of 
Hartford county, Connecticut, in the 
Aetna Indemnity receivership case 
which in effect established the principle 
that collection by the receiver of sub- 
sequent premiums of outstanding surety 
bonds of the company does not alter in 
any way their status as obligations of 
the company and the action of the re- 
ceiver in so doing does not constitute 
new business thereby making any 
claims under such bonds, preferred lia- 
bilities. The court holds in addition 
that the receiver may without preju- 
dice to the creditors of the company, 
pay from such subsequent premiums to 
reinsurance companies that proportion 
of the premium due under their rein- 
surance, thereby maintaining the pro- 
tection originally secured when the ob- 
ligation was assumed by the company. 
Receiver MacDonald of the Aetna In- 
demnity brought the issue to a head by 
asking for instructions and authority 
with reference to accruing payments 
upon surety bonds in connection with 
the Aetna Indemnity retirement.

F. S. Costello, connected with the Na- 
tional Surety, has been secured by the 
Royal Indemnity as assistant to the man- 
ager of the burglary and plate glass de- 
partment, succeeding the late John Ward. 

B. B. Bailey of the bond department 
and Edward M. Goddard, manager of the 
claim department of the American Fidel- 
ity, are making a tour of the west and 
visiting the principal agencies of the 
company. 

The National Surety’s agents at Salt 
Lake City, the Agency Company, secured 
the bond of John C. Sharp, as assignee 
of the Elk Coal Company, amount $400,- 
000, premium $4,000—the largest bond of 
the kind ever written in Utah. 


The joint judiciary committee of the 
Massachusetts legislature has voted in 
favor of the workmen’s compensation bill, 
which provides adaptation of the German 
compensation plan for conditions in Mas- 
sachusetts. The bill likely will be passed. 


W. Ross Badgett, assistant manager of 
the surety department of the National Fi- 
delity & Casualty of Omaha, has severed 
his connection with that company to take 
a position with the Equitable Surety of 
St. Louis. 


The American Health & Accident of 
Des Moines, Ia., and the National Perma- 
net Relief of Scranton, Pa, have made 
application for membership in the De- 
troit Conference. The total membership 
of the Detroit Conference now numbers 
seventy-five companies. 

John S. Hunt, who has for ten years 
been with the American Surety at Indian- 
apolis, has taken charge of the casualty 
department of the Gregory & Appel 
agency, Indiana general agents of the 
Casualty Company of America. 


The directors of the Maryland Casualty 
have declared a quarterly dividend of 4% 
percent, thus placing the stock on an 18 
percent basis. The price of the stock on 
the Baltimore Stock Exchange has jumped 
to 95, as compared with a price of 88 a 
few days ago. 


The Lion Bonding and National Surety 
have filed suit against the National Fidel- 
ity & Casualty for $225 and $1,250 re- 
spectively for premiums on the reinsur- 
ance the companies gave the latter on 
State Treasurer W. A. George’s bond in 
Nebraska, the bond being for $1,000,000. 


Wayne Moore, a young married man of 
Omaha, one morning last week received 
at his home a policy in the Fidelity & 
Casualty for $10,000. That night, while 
automobile riding, he received injuries 
from which he died the next day. The 
policy was promptly paid. 


Upton Slingluff, who for several years 
past has made an excellent record in the 
public official department of the National 
Surety, has been made superintendent of 
the entire fidelity department, succeeding 
Henry D. King, who resigned. Mr. King 
has become connected with the American 
Surety. 


The Wisconsin senate has passed the 
Hustings bill for the guaranty of bank 
deposits, with the amendment, however, 
that the measure shall be referred to a 
referendum vote of the people. The ques- 
tion of whether the guaranty proposition 
shall be sent to the people is now up to 
the assembly. 


At the meeting of the executive com- 
mittee of the National Surety the resig- 
nation of Secretary David W. Armstrong, 
Jr., was accepted, and Hubert J. Hewitt, 
the auditor-treasurer of the company, 
was elected secretary to fill the vacancy. 
Mr. Hewitt has been in the company‘s 
service for twelve years. 


In an opinion given to E. J. Fogarty, 
warden of the state prison at Michigan 
City, Thomas M. Hogan, attorney-gen- 
eral of Indiana, holds that prisoners let 
out by the state under contract with 
prison labor contractors are protected by 
the new employers liability law of the 
state, the same as free workingmen. 


The United States circuit court at San 
Francisco has decided that the Physicians 
Defense Company of Fort Wayne, Ind., 
is an insurance company. It sought to 
do business in California without com- 
plying with the insurance laws of the 
state, and sued for an injunction to re- 
strain Commissioner Cooper from inter- 
fering with its business. 


Frederick E. Wilkens has been mado 
assistant resident manager and L. E. 
Reinhard, special agent of the New York 
office of the Commercial Casualty of New- 
ark. Mr. Wilkens comes from the liabil- 
ity department of the Empire State 
Surety, where he was special agent in 
the liability department until the com- 
pany gave up that business at the close 
of last year. Mr. Reinhard has been do- 
ing agency work in Brooklyn since he 
gave up the Empire State’s liability de- 
partment in that city. B

ley, alent agent of the British Amer- 
ica and Western at Chicago, and J. A. 
O. Preus, insurance commissioner of 
Minnesota. Mr. Townley spoke on 
several subjects notably “underwriters 
agencies,” state supervision of rates 
and fire protection, and throughout his 
address were interspersed humorous 
remarks and witty shots that called 
forth frequent applause. He does not 
like “underwriters agencies,” but they 
do not worry him. If the system i8 
good it will prevail, otherwise oblivion 
awaits it. Neither does he like state 
rate supervision. He believes in com- 
petition. Nor does he take much stock 
in the publicity bureau of the Western 
Union. .Mr. Townley mentioned with 
appreciation the excellent educational 
work done by the credit men. He 
hopes the merchants and manufactur- 
ers will be educated up to favoring the 
same freedom of action for insurance 
companies as they themselves enjoy. 
The speaker, believes in education 
along fire prevention lines by fire pre- 
vention associations; cooperation with 
the state fire marshal, close inspection 
of special hazards and teaching school 
children. 

Address by Commissioner Preus 

Commissioner Preus said that his 
office was created to protect policy- 
holders. During the recent legislative 
session not a bill was introduced at 
the instance of insurance companies 
which was detrimental to the public. 
The per capita fire loss of the country 
is $2.51 and if losses continue as they 
have been going in Minnesota, its per 
capita loss this year will be $4.21. It 
costs $3.10 cents per capita to run the 
Minnesota state government. 

Minnesota has now one of the best 
fire marshal laws in the country. It 
has an efficient fire marshal, he is now 
up around Cass lake and there will be 
few incendiary fires while the news- 
papers tell every day what he is do- 
ing there. Mr. Preus urged populariz- 
ing fire protection; get it into the 
newspapers as news not as figures and 
essays. 

Will Have Fire Prevention Day 

The conservation movement has a 
strong hold in Minnesota because the 
conservation congress was so well ad- 
vertised in the newspapers. The gover- 
nor has agreed to proclaim a fire pre- 
vention day in Minnesota in Septem- 
ber. Let the fire prevention. associa- 
tion and others unite—to make it some- 
thing that the newspapers will play 
up, get the movement popular and the 
legislature will pass laws that are 
wanted. 

The chief question discussed by the 
members was the possibility or advis- 
ability of limiting the amount of other 
insurance permitted on _ mercantile 
stocks. Cases of gross overinsurance 
were cited and several speakers fa- 
vored requiring policies to show the 
amount of insurance that could be 
carried. Others thought it could “not 
be done” and the question was finally 
referred to the executive committee 
for consideration. 

Mowry Elected President 

Election of officers resulted as fol- 
lows: President, George A. Mowry, 
German - American; vice - president, 
Charles W. Cartwright, Northern of 
London; treasurer, W. M. Higley, 
Hanover (reelected). Members of 
executive committee: Byron K, Cowles, 
Hamburg-Bremen (three years); W. J.

Greetings were sent to Fire Marshal 
C. E. Keller and to T. R. Daniel of 
Los Angeles; Assistant Manager W. J. 
Haggarty of the Fire Association, W. 
R. Townley of Chicago, A. Stinson of 
the Minneapolis Fire & Marine and 
W. A. Gordon of the Middlewest Fire 
are the only managers or company of- 
ficials present. A large amount of 


credit is due to Robert L. Bruen, West- 
ern and British America, chairman of 
the entertainment committee, who has 
done fine work and to Louis L. Law, 
Fireman’s Fund, his chief lieutenant, 
for the excellent arrangements. 

Fire Preventions Association Meets 
On Tuesday afternoon the Minne- 
sota State Fire Prevention Association 
met. President A. Stinson delivered a 
brief address outlining the plans for 
cooperation with fire chiefs, the state 
fire marshal, the credit men and the 
state board of health. He said that 
the organization ought to have the co- 
operation of architects, contractors and 
others. Its work is only begun yet, 
eventually it may be large enough to 
require several inspectors. Secretary 
Louis L. Law called attention to the 
new fire marshal law giving that offi- 
cial broad powers to inspect property, 
require corrections and if necessary 
condemn hazards. At Owatonna, the 
association made 120 inspections. De- 
fects were reported to owners and to 
the fire marshal. In most cases owners 
have corrected the defects. 

W. Chamberlin, Commercial 
Union, told of arrangements being 
made at Minneapolis to make inspec- 
tions by the firemen available for the 
use of companies. An effort is also 
being made to have the Minneapolis 
fire marshal appointed a deputy state 
fire marshal, thus increasing his 
powers. 

Address by Thomas BR. Weddell 

The chief speaker was Thomas R. 
Weddell, secretary of the publicity 
committee of the Western Union. He 
had a lot of fun with Mr. Townley for 
his slighting remarks in the morning 
about the committee’s work. Mr. Wed- 
dell gave a very lucid explanation of 
the committee’s work and commented 
on results so far obtained. It has 
sent out pamphlets which are being 
used largely as sources of material by 
speakers. It is working through news- 
papers both city and country, through 
trade papers and literature for the edu- 
cation of school children. The results 
of its work are constantly seen. He 
urged the members of the association 
to get in touch with local editors of 
papers and interest them in publishing 
matter furnished by the committee. 
The work done was a revelation to 
most of those present and his speech 
was highly complimented. William S. 
Crawford of THE WesTERN UNDERWRITER 
made a few remarks on enlisting local 
agents in fire prevention work. 

Results at Owatonna 

H. W. Stephenson, Spring Garden, 
made a very interesting report on the 
inspection of Owatonna. The business 
men welcomed the inspection, received 
suggestions gladly, attended a public 
meeting and were addressed by mem- 
bers of the association, voted them 
thanks and asked them to come again 
and enjoy the Commercial Club’s hos- 
pitality. 

Local agents at a number of points 
have asked for town inspection. W. O. 
Chamberlin made an appeal for a large 
attendance at the inspection of Fergus 
Falls, July 18. Walter I. Fisher, man- 
ager of the General Inspection Com- 
pany, tendered the cooperation of his 
bureau. In St. Paul, Minneapolis, 
Duluth and Winona, it gives out rate 
makeups only on written request of the 
assured, but in smaller towns gives 
them to anybody that wants them. 
Colonel Charles S. Whittelsey of North 
Dakota invited the Minnesota men to 
attend the Big Stone Lake meeting 
next week.

Say Indictments Will Be WNolled 

Toledo, Ohio, June 21—(Special)—The 
five indictments first returned against 
Judge Michael Donnelly, charging em- 
bezzlement and perjury in connection with 
-}his dealings in Ohio German Fire, of 
which he was president, will be nolled at 
the end of the court term, according to 
the announcement of Prosecutor Webster 
today. Donnelly was first indicted by the 
grand jury several years ago. Last Feb- 
ruary he was reindicted on the same 
charges and another count added to the 
indictments. Before Donnelly went to 
trial a month ago on an embezzlement 
charge and in which case the jury dis- 
agreed, his counsel filed a motion asking 
a stay of proceedings until the old indict- 
ments had been nolled. Judge Chittenden 
overruled the motion. 


Question of Fees : 
Auditor Bleakly and Secretary of State 
Hayward of Iowa are again having a con- 
troversy régarding the requirements laid 
on insurance companies of other states 
doing business -in Iowa. This time it is 
in regard to the fees payable by com- 
panies that increase their capital stock. 
Auditor Bleakly maintains that insurance 
companies need not comply with the gen- 
eral corporation laws of the state. At- 
torney-General Cosson has been asked for 
an opinion. 


MISCELLANEOUS NOTES 


F. W. Bowers of St. Louis, Missouri 
state agent of the Phoenix of Hartford, 
and Mrs. Bowers will depart in July for 
a trip to Europe. 


General Manager Ryan of the Phoenix

J. E. Curtiss has been appointed super- 
intendent of department of improved and 
sprinklered risks of the Phoenix Assur- 
ance of London, to be located at the New 
York office. 


The bill in New Jersey which prohibits 
fire companies from paying commissons 
to brokers or persons who are not licensed 
by the New Jersey department is yet to 
pe a by Governor Wilson of that 
state. 


The New York Board of Fire Under- 
writers has voted $590,000 for maintenance 
of the fire patrol for two years, provided 
that amount does not exceed 2 percent of 
the aggregate of premiums received by 
sompanies. 


The Wisconsin assembly has reconsid- 
ered the vote by which it killed the Ekern 
bill, aimed to make the office of commis- 
sioner of insurance appointive instead of 
elective. A warm contest is expected 
when this bill comes up for final passage. 


Companies in New York are complaining 
of heavy losses in unfinished buildings, 
particularly in Brooklyn, where of late 
there have been a series of fires which 
have shown an apparently preconcerted 
attempt to destroy property. Buildings in 
course of construction have generally 
been considered, by fire insurance men, aS 
good risks as there is usually a watch- 
man on the premises and generally no 
fires have endangered such structures.

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ASK FOR DONNELLY RECEIVER 


Chicago Creditor Alleges Liabilities 
Are $300,000, with 1,600 Acres 
of Land Only Assets 








The scene surrounding the legal dif- 
ficulties of Circuit Judge Michael Don- 
nelly, of Napoleon, has been shifted 
from the state courts to the federal 
courts by the application of Louis 
Becker, Chicago creditor, asking for the 
appointment at Toledo of a receiver 
for the Donnelly estate. Federal Judge 
Killits ordered a hearing on the ap- 
plication for Friday morning at 9 
o’clock. The applicant filed an_invol- 
untary petition of bankruptcy in United 
States court against Donnelly on March 
20, 1908, which is still pending a dis- 
position. 

Becker, in his application filed Satur- 
day, represents that the liabilities of 
Donnelly exéeed $300,000 and avers that 
the assets of the estate consist of 
about 1,600 acres of farm lands in 
Henry county. The applicant alleges 
that the bankrupt has made certain 
transfers for the purpose of hiding, de- 
laying and defrauding the creditor$, 
and further avers that it is absolutely 
necessary for the preservation of said 
property, that a receiver be appointed, 
for the reason that it is believed and 
charged as a fact that Donnelly is neg- 
lecting his property and effects, allow- 
ing taxes on farm lands and real estate 
to be delinquent and remain unpaid for 
three years. 





Cards Stacked Against Them 

New York, June 20—(Special)—Gen- 
eral insurance brokers here are be- 
ginning to think that the cards are 
stacked against them for good and all, 
with the almost certain enactment of a 
brokers’ license bill of some sort carry- 
ing with it the $10 fee and the re- 
duction in commissions under the new 
Eastern Union agreement as well as 
the reduction of commissions in cas- 
ualty lines where complaint is that the 
business is not what it ought to be. 

One of the worst features of the 
situation from the broker’s standpoint 
is the fact that he has not been re- 
lieved of the $10 fee, which the New 
York Fire Exchange has been exacting 
for a number of years for registration 
rates. Then there is a $2 fee demanded 
by the surety association for regis- 
tration to enable the broker to ob- 
tain commissions.

HINGES ON THE FIRE WASTE 





Credit Men’s Committee Reports that 
Losses Are Only Real Factor 
in Insurance Cost 





At the annual meeting of the Na- 
tional Association of Credit Men last 
week at Minneapolis the committee of 
fire insurance said in its report: 


Experience goes to show that from 
whatever angle a disinterested body of 
men approaches our fire insurance prob- 
lems, whether as critics of the companies, 
their adjustments, their methods of rate- 
making, etc., they are inevitably led to the 
conclusion that of final importance is the 
question of the country’s excessive fire 
waste, compared with which related prob- 
lems are of only incidental importance. 
That has been the result in the fire insur- 
ance work of this association, which be- 
gan with a consideration of policies of in- 
surance and a study of methods of getting 
retailers properly to insure, and has now 
become an effort for the cutting down of 
the fire waste of the country, which has 
increased since 1880 some 134 per cent, 
= population has’ increased 73 per 
cent. 


The committee also submitted the 
following resolutions: 


Resolved, That the National Association 
of Credit Men in convention assembled, 
recognizing that the present conditions of 
fire insurance and fire waste are imposing 
an unwarranted and unnecessary burden 
upon our people, makes an earnest appeal 
to its members and particularly so affili- 
ated branches to double and redouble their 
efforts to secure relief from these con- 
ditions. 

Resolved, That this association is deep- 
ly appreciative of the advantage which 
has} come from the close relationship it 
has formed with the National Fire 
Protection Association, realizing that such 
connection has helped our association in 
laying before the members and the public 
in general with greater intelligence and 
effectiveness, very definite and vital facts 
regarding fire causes and methods of re- 
moving common causes of the fire waste. 





Criminal Match Feels Attacks 

The continuous attacks made on the 
“criminal match” by President Amon- 
son of the Peoples National, which 
have been taken up and carried on 
with vigor by other militant fire pre- 
venters, have had a material effect on 
the output of the concerns manufac- 
turing friction matches of the danger- 
ous type. It is stated, for example, 
that the sales of the Diamond Match 
Company have fallen off some 16 per- 
cent this year.

To Investigate Canada Losses 

A general investigation into fire 
losses in Canada is to be conducted by 
the commission of conservation. The 
work will be under the direction of 
M. J. Patton, associate secretary. Sta- 
tistics as furnished by underwriters 
show a much heavier loss in Canada 
than in the old country, and it is be- 
lieved that recommendations will be 
made for improvements in building 
construction and such preventive meas- 
ures as will greatly reduce the losses 
bv fire. Particular attention will be 
paid to incendiarism, which is believed 
to be responsible for more fires than is 
generally known. The _ information 
will be put in statistical form. 





Governor Harmon Signs Bills 

Besides action heretofore taken and 
previously announced, Governor Har- 
mon has completed the legislative 
grind left on his desk by the Ohio gen- 
eral assembly by signing S. B. 25, the 
standard provision bill for accident 
policies; S. B. 127, the reamended 
Green employers’ liability bill; H. B. 
157, the Fellinger life insurance anti- 
rebating bill, and H. B. 248, the Evans’ 
safety measure, providing for state 
boiler inspection. Not an insurance 
bill or a safety measure having a bear- 
ing on insurance which ran the legis- 
lative gauntlet in safety was vetoed by 
the governor, though he permitted a 
few to become laws without his sig- 
nature. 





Drastic Promotion Law 

Bill No. 701 A, creating section 1897f 
of the Wisconsin statutes, relating to 
the promotion and sale of stock of in- 
surance companies, has passed both 
houses of the Wisconsin legislature 
and has been signed by Governor Mc- 
Govern. 

It limits promotion expense to the 
amount specified in the stock subscrip- 
tion, which must be in writing. The

Nebraska Assessment Case 

When an insurance company has 
been assessed for the full value of its 
capital stock, it has been assessed 
enough. So decides the supreme court 
of Nebraska in the case carried up to 
it by the Bankers Life of Lincoln, and 
in which the Western Fire, and the 
Farmers & Merchants Fire, were mu- 
tually interested. The assessor at Lin- 
coln last year raised the Bankers Life 
assessment from $6,133.82 to $122,835, 
each being a supposedly one-fifth valu- 
ation, on the theory that the company 
should be taxed on its capital stock, 
surplus, contingent reserves, gross 
premium receipts, and real estate. The 
supreme court held that if the com- 
pany was assessed on its capital stock 
at full value, reduced to one-fifth, that 
all of the other items at their real 
value were included therein, and it was 
enough. The three companies, which 
suffered alike from the increase, do not 
get all for which they asked by this

Question—Will you kindly tell me 
if there is any company writing insur- 
ance on an advertising writer’s card 
index, samples of advertising copy, cor- 
respondence, drawings and sketches. 
In fact, property that would have no 
value to any one but himself. 

Answer—Almost any company will 
insure the physical value of such a 
risk, that is the value of the cards and 
cases, together with the cost of actual 
labor in copying them. This, of 
course, is but a small part of the actual 
value to the assured. A company would 
not cover what may be termed the 
“sentimental value” because there is 
nothing tangible about it. There might 
be a great difference of opinion as to 
this value and an adjustment would be 
fraught with many problems. 


Question—Which is the best insur- 
ance to place for a business—straight 
or with a coinsurance clause? 

Do you have to report fluctuations 
of stock oftener than a month, to give 
the exact stock on hand, and correct 
insurance to place. 

Answer—Where a reduction in rate 
is granted for the coinsurance clause, 
as is now the case in almost all lines 
of mercantile and manufacturing busi- 
ness, it seems to be generally consid- 
ered that the coinsurance form is bet- 
ter than straight insurance. At any 
rate it is coming into almost universal 
use. Where the values fluctuate largely 





it entails a certain amount of watch- 
fulness to keep the insurance up to 
the required figure, but a good busi- 
ness man will do that anyway, and the 
saving in premiums is often considera- 
ble, the credit running according to 
circumstances from 10 percent as high 
as 40 percent. 

No report whatever of fluctuations in 
values is required. It is simply up to 
the assured to see that when a fire 
occurs he is not short of insurance. 
That is ordinary good business man- 
agement and the coinsurance credit is 
simply granted to protect the company 
against the possible carelessness of the 
insured in permitting a contingency 
which is likely to be even more harm- 
ful to him than to the companies. 


Question—A client of mine carries 
$3,600 of insurance on the contents of 
his barn, and wishes to know whether 
the word “vehicles” used in the form, 
covers automobiles and accessories? 
Also under the regular fire policy is 
the automobile covered while on the 
streets or around the barn? 

Answer—It is possible that the word 
“vehicles” in a form would include au- 
tomobiles, but underwriters believe that 

“vehicles” has an established meaning 
in insurance, which was established be- 
fore automobiles came into use, and 
that the customs of the business would 
exclude automobiles where the word 
“vehicles” is used. Companies are not

afraid of automobiles being “slipped 
over” without their knowledge, as the 
policy is void without a gasolene per- 
mit, if an automobile is kept in a barn 
or garage, and the attachment of the 
permit would arouse suspicion. 

A “floater” automobile policy covers 
the machine wherever it may be, and 
covers other hazards besides fire. A 
regular fire policy on an automobile 
would not cover it except in the loca- 
tions described in the form. 


Question—Some time ago an agent 
wrote a policy of fire insurance on 
household goods and gave it no further 
description. In case of loss would the 
adjuster be sufficiently liberal to in- 
clude practically everything that should 
be covered under an ordinary house- 
hold goods clause? 

Answer—A _ policy on household 
goods, without any additional descrip- 
tion, would not cover many articles 
that ought to be insured. For instance, 
it would not cover fishing tackle, guns, 
personal jewelry, wearing apparel, or 
many other articles that the owner has 
with him in his house, but which are 
not part of the furniture. An adjuster 
would be likely to allow only the loss 
on the property described or indicated 
in the form.
